Following the recent execu­ 
tion of two American prisoners 
of war by North Viet Nam Com­ 
munists, there was some talk 
that the U. S. should obliterate 
the North Viet Nam ‘refuge’ 
city of Hanoi. A natural reac­ 
tion, one that seems logical, un­ 
til the thousands of women and 
children in Hanoi are taken in­ 
to consideration.

The last Indian raid in Co- 
lanche County was made 96 
ears ago.

! men's clothing there was a gold 
watch and chain that cost $125. 
They appropriated the clothing 
but left the watch and chain. 
This depredation of the Indi­

most unkind cut of all. They 
had heretofore sustained losses 
of property aggregating 
thou­ 
sands of dollars incidental to 
living in the country. And after 
this raid they were left without 
a 
change 
of 
raiment. 
Altho 
their hearts were sad, yet de­ 
voutly thankful to that super­ 
intending 
Providence 
whose 
watchful 
care 
had 
shielded 
their lives in so great a danger. 
This was the last raid made 
by the Indians in this portion 
of Comanche County. Not long 
after the tide of immigration 
began to flow into the country, 
each watering.
